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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the cooler and the kit 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. The drawings are also objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to 
show the kit which can be fit inside or outside a cooler as described in the specification. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include element reference character(s) and no reference 
characters are mentioned in the description. 

The drawings are objected to because they are not in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.84(u)(1)&(2). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited in the 
rejection. It is also unclear as to whether the "kit" referred to in claim 1 is a separate 
invention or whether it's the combination of elements of the recreational tote. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moore (US 
Pat No 4,841,661). 

Moore discloses a fisherman's chest (i.e. a kit) with a built in tackle box (Fig. 3, 
reference number 56), a locked unit (Fig 3, reference number 18 and 13[representing 
the lock]) capable of housing valuables and a cooler area (Fig 3, reference number 37) 
for food and beverages. 
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Conclusion 


5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zeman (US Pat No 5,864,981) also discloses a cooler that has a 
built in tackle box, cooler and various drawers to house important items that the 
fisherman may need/want during a fishing trip.
